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The  "arts"  are  traditionally  considered 
a  keystone  of  any  concept  of  Liberal  Edu- 
cation and  at  Mary  Washington  College 
they  have  been  accorded  a  special  niche 
in  both  the  academic  and  the  extra-cur- 
ricular life  of  the  student. 

For  those  interested  in  pursuing  one  of 
the  "arts"  in  depth,  major  programs  are 
offered  in  art,  dance,  drama,  and  music. 
Approximately  ten  percent  of  the  gradu- 
ating classes  have  concentrated  in  these 
areas.  For  all,  exposure  to  the  fine  arts 
is  a  requirement  for  graduation. 


While  the  "arts"  have  always  had  a 
special  role  at  Mary  Washington  College, 
they  have  not  remained  unchanged,  but 
have  kept  abreast  of  the  state  of  the  arts 
as  reflected  in  contemporary  society. 

Special  attention  is  given  in  tliis  issue 
to  this  emphasis  at  Mary  Washington  Col- 
lege and  to  the  growth  experienced,  and 
the  trends  envisioned,  in  art,  dance,  drama, 
and  music. 
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ART 


Art,  whether  viewed  from  the  stand- 
point of  studio  practice  or  historical 
theory,  has  long  been  a  popular  discipline 
for  Mary  Washington  College  students. 

It  was  first  introduced  as  a  departmental 
major  in  1938,  and  last  year  there  were 
twenty-five  seniors  graduated  in  this  field. 

There  are  now  twelve  faculty  members 
in  the  department  offering  thirty -five 
different  courses  of  instruction.  In  art  his- 
tory, classes  range  from  ancient  to  20th 
century  art  and  include  the  major  histori- 
cal developments  or  classifications  of  art. 
In  studio  art,  beginning  and  advanced  in- 
struction is  offered  in  painting,  sculpture 
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and  pottery,  and  basic  instruction  in  the 
graphic  arts. 

Studio  facihties  located  in  Melchers  Hall 
of  the  Fine  Arts  Center  on  the  campus, 
make  it  possible  for  the  studio  art  students 
to  put  into  practice  what  they  learn  in 
theory.  In  addition,  there  is  a  well- 
equipped  print-making  studio  in  the  same 
building  for  the  graphic  arts  classes. 

These  facilities  are  kept  in  almost  con- 
stant use  with  each  studio  major  spending 
numerous  classroom  hours  a  week  here, in 
addition  to  uncounted  hours  of  her  own 
time. 

Supplementing  the  wide-ranging  course 
offerings  in  art  history  is  a  shde  library 
numbering  almost  20,000  items.  This  is 
considered  an  excellent  working  collec- 
tion, which  is  being  constantly  increased 
and  enriched. 

The  on-campus  exposure  to  art  is  fur- 
ther supplemented  with  frequent  orga- 
nized trips  to  the  numerous  galleries  and 
museums  in  Washington  and  Richmond. 

The  students  have  an  opportunity  to  dis- 
play their  accomplishments  at  an  annual 
student  exhibition  held  at  the  end  of  each 
school  year.  It  is  at  this  exliibition  that 
awards  are  made  for  outstanding  achieve- 
ment in  the  various  mediums.  The  students 
also  contribute  works  each  year  to  other 
local  exhibitions  and  to  shows  at  other 
colleges  and  universities. 

In  addition  to  the  student  exhibition, 
the  College  annually  plans  at  least  one  ex- 
hibition of  some  significance.  This  year, 
for  example,  there  was  a  major  exhibition 
of  the  wOrks  of  Teruo  Hara,  Visiting  Artist 
at  Mary  Washington  College  and  a  noted 
Japanese  potter.  Last  year,  the  College  was 
the  site  of  a  rare  public  exhibition  of  U.S. 
Senator  Hugh  Scott's  collection  of  art 
from  China's  Tang  Dynasty.  Senator  Scott, 
a  Republican  from  Pennsylvania,  is  a  world 
authority  on  Chinese  art  of  this  period. 

There  is  a  continual  review  and  revision 
of  course  offerings  and  requirements  at  the 
departmental  level  in  an  effort  to  make  the 
major  programs  in  both  studio  and  history 
as  complete  as  possible. 

Such  evaluation  has  uncovered  a  need  at 
the  undergraduate  level  for  offerings  in 
Oriental  art,  and  it  is,  perhaps,  in  this  direc- 
tion the  department  will  direct  some  of  its 
energies  in  the  future. 
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Mary  Washington''s  newest  "arts"  major, 
dance,  has  received  an  enthusiastic  recep- 
tion and  has  progressed  rapidly  in  the  four 
years  it  has  been  in  existence. 

This  year  marks  the  end  of  the  first  full 
cycle  for  the  program  and  in  June  four 
seniors  will  be  graduated  as  dance  majors. 
They  are  Elizabeth  Odom  Loughran  of 
Sandston;  Annie  Elizabeth  Bailey  of  Good- 
lettsville,  Tenn.;  Karen  Dyer  Norris  of 
South  Boston;  and  Candy  Hilldrup  of 
Fredericksburg. 

This  is  also  the  first  year  the  Mary  Wash- 
ington Dance  Company ,  consisting  primar- 
ily of  majors,  has  presented  a  formal  con- 
cert in  the  spring  to  display  publicly  the 
work  that  is  being  done  by  the  students 
and  faculty. 

In  addition,  there  are  a  number  of 
smaller  presentations  offered  during  the 
year,  as  a  part  of  the  total  training  the 
dance  major  receives. 

There  are  now  four  (one  part-time)  fac- 
ulty members  offering  thirteen  different 
courses  of  instruction  ranging  from  bahet 
to  modern  dance  to  creative  dance  for 
children  to  ethnic  dance  of  Western  or 
Eastern  cultures. 

Dance,  of  course,  was  an  integral  part  of 
the  general  program  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  Physical  Education,  and  Recrea- 
tion long  before  it  became  a  major  program 
-  and  it  still  is.  Most  of  the  courses  are  still 
available  to  the  non-dance  major  as  a 
means  of  satisfying  the  College's  physical 
education  requirement . 


Next  year  there  will  be  something  else 
new  for  this  fledghng  program.  For  then  it 
moves  from  Ann  Carter  Lee  Hall  into  the 
facilities  provided  in  Goolrick  Hall,  the 
new  physical  education  building. 

In  addition  to  offices  and  classrooms, 
the  Goolrick  building  will  provide  two 
large  dance  studios,  a  smaller  practice  stu- 
dio, and  a  costume  room.  The  large  stu- 
dios, which  will  be  approximately  forty  by 
fifty  feet  in  size,  will  have  special  flooring 
and  will  be  sound-equipped. 

Working  visits  by  guest  instructors,  such 
as  Charles  Weidman,  one  of  the  four  pio- 
neers of  modern  dance,  have  supplemented 
the  regular,  planned  instruction  of  the  De- 
partment. Mr.  Weidman,  a  co-founder  of 
the  Humphrey-Weidman  studio,  was  at 
Mary  Washington  as  an  artist-in-residence 
for  two  days  last  year  to  teach  classes, 
evaluate  some  dances  of  the  majors,  and  to 
lecture. 

In  addition,  the  dance  majors  and  the 
Dance  Company  actively  participate  in 
programs  sponsored  elsewhere,  such  as  the 
Mid-Atlantic  Regional  College  and  Univer- 
sity Dance  Festival  held  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  last  year  and  College  Dance  Festival 
sponsored  annually  by  the  Virginia  Dance 
Society  and  the  Virginia  Museum. 

While  dance  may  be  the  youngest  of  the 
"arts"  majors  it  has  shown  already  that  en- 
thusiasm and  ambition  are  not  lacking  and 
that  its  future  is  a  promising  one  at  Mary 
Washington  College. 
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DRAMA 


Located  in  duPont  Hall  of  the  Fine  Arts  Center,  the  Department  of 
Dramatic  Arts  and  Speech  at  Mary  Washington  is  not  only  an  asset  to 
the  CoUege,but  also  to  the  local  community. 

Major  departmental  productions,  three  or  four  a  school  year,  run 
four  nights  and  play  to  standing-room-only  crowds  from  the  College 
and  from  the  local  community.  Each  year  there  is  a  major  children's 
play  presented  in  conjunction  with  Children's  Concerts,  Inc.  of 
Fredericksburg.  During  the  summer  session  two  additional  full-scale 
productions  are  presented. 

During  the  past  few  years,  the  department  has  experienced  healthy 
growth  and  development  in  new  directions.  There  are  now  four  full- 
time  faculty  members  devoting  their  services  to  the  department 
(three  in  dramatic  arts,  one  in  speech).  Thirteen  specific  courses  are 
now  offered  in  dramatic  arts,  varying  from  children's  theatre  to  ori- 
ental theatre,  and  dealing  with  play  writing,  directing  and  dramatic 
criticism,  as  well  as  with  the  history  of  drama  and  acting. 

Recent  innovative  features  of  the  department  include  Studio  13, 
an  experimental  theatre  in  which  contemporary  or  experimental 
plays  are  directed  by  students  in  the  directing  class. 

Last  year,  two  experiments  in  the  department  involved  the  addi- 
tion of  a  thrust  stage,  which  extended  the  acting  area  much  closer 
to  the  theatre  audience;  and  the  incorporation  of  a  question  and 
answer  period  between  the  actors  and  audience  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  first-night  performance  of  each  production. 

Another  new  trend  apparent  in  recent  years  is  an  increasing  aware- 
ness of  the  Oriental  Theatre.  There  is,  of  course,  classroom  instruc- 
tion in  the  Oriental  Theatre  and  last  year,  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs. 
Joy  Michael,  a  visiting  lecturer  from  India,  two  Indian  plays  were  pre- 
sented, one,  "One  Day  in  Ashadh,"  a  major  production,  and  the 
other,  "The  Ungrateful  Man,"  a  children's  play. 

One  of  the  latest  features  of  the  department  is  a  summer  workshop 
in  drama,  which  was  initiated  last  summer  and  considered  successful 
enough  to  repeat  again  this  summer.  Two  major  productions  were 
presented  during  the  workshop  last  year,  and  two  will  be  presented 
this  year. 

In  dramatic  arts,  the  educational  experience  is  twofold  —  that  re- 
ceived by  the  performer  and  that  received  by  the  viewer  —  and  an 
effort  has  been  made  to  give  a  broad  sampUng  of  plays  during  any 
four  year  cycle.  For  example,  during  her  four  years  at  Mary  Washing- 
ton, a  senior  this  year  would  have  had  an  opportunity  to  see  such 
productions  as  "As  You  Like  It"  by  Shakespeare ;  Jean  Paul  Sartre's 
"The  Fhes";  "Electra"  by  Euripides;  "Tartuffe"  by  MoUere;  "J.B." 
by  Archibald  Macleish;  "Major  Barbara"  by  George  Bernard  Shaw; 
"The  American  Dream"  by  Edward  Albee;  and  "The  Chairs"  by 
lonesco. 

This  year  there  are  fourteen  senior  drama  majors,  attesting  to  its 
increasing  popularity  among  Mary  Washington  students. 
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Historically,  music  is  the  oldest  of  the 
"arts"  majors  offered  at  Mary  Washington. 
From  a  beginning  of  individual  instruction 
in  piano,  and  then  other  instruments,  the 
program  has  developed  into  a  major  de- 
partment and  the  College  is  now  an  insti- 
tutional member  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Schools  of  Music. 

By  1916  music  had  become  an  integral 
part  of  the  total  instructional  program  of 
the  College,  and  a  certificate  in  public 
school  music  was  first  offered  in  1926. 

There  are  now  eleven  members  on  the 
music  faculty,  teaching  twenty  specific 
courses,  providing  direction  to  the  band, 
chorus  and  string  ensemble;  and  offering 
individual  instruction  in  voice,  piano,  or- 
gan, violoncello,  harp,  and  woodwinds. 

In  addition  to  a  program  for  students  in- 
terested in  majoring  in  music,  the  depart- 
ment is  also  able  to  provide  for  students 
whose  major  interests  are  in  other  fields. 

The  instruction  is  divided  into  five  basic 
categories:  theory  of  music;  history  and 
literature  of  music;  band  and  orchestra 
instruments;  band,  chorus,  and  string  en- 
semble; and  individual  instruction  in 
music.  Non-music  majors  may  select 
courses  in  any  of  the  categories  as  electives. 

Since  music  is  one  of  the  performing 
arts,  consideration  must  be  given  to  public 
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appearances.  Thus,  one  of  the  require- 
ments for  music  majors  is  that  they  appear 
in  concerts  -  both  as  soloists  and,  when 
possible,  with  larger  groups. 

Each  year  there  are  a  number  of  planned 
programs  which  give  the  students  ample 
opportunity  to  perform  before  an  audi- 
ence. Highlighting  the  season  at  the  College 
are  Winter  and  Spring  Band  Concerts  and  a 
formal  Christmas  Choral  Concert.  There 
are  also  numerous  student  and  faculty  re- 
citals each  school  year,  and  recently  an 
added  attraction  has  been  a  Spring  Choral 
Concert  featuring  the  combined  choruses 
of  Mary  Washington  and  one  of4he  nearby 
men's  colleges. 

An  active  music  group  is  the  College 
chapter  of  Mu  Phi  Epsilon,  national  honor- 
ary music  fraternity.  Dedicated  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  music  and  the  promotion  of 
musicianship  and  scholarsliip,  the  organi- 
zation presents  its  own  concerts  and  spon- 
sors the  appearance  of  guest  performers  on 
the  campus. 

The  Department  of  Music  is  situated  in 
Pollard  Hall,  the  north  wing  of  the  Fine 
Arts  Center.  This  area  is  devoted  exclusive- 
ly to  music  and  contains  classrooms,  stu- 
dios for  individual  instructions,  band  prac- 
tice rooms  and  offices.

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NEW  MAJORS 


Two  new  major  programs  have  been  approved  by  the  Mary  Washington  College  faculty 
and  one.  Religion,  will  be  offered  during  the  1969-70  school  term  ■ 

The  second,  Asian  Studies,  is  an  interdepartmental  major  program  and  probably  will 
not  be  offered  until  the  1970-71  school  session. 

Religion  courses  have  long  been  offered  at  MaryWasliington,  but  the  adoption  of  a 
major  program  will  mean  a  greatly  expanded  curriculum. 

There  are  two  faculty  members  in  the  Department  of  Religion,  Miss  Elizabeth  A. 
Clark,  Associate  Professor  and  Chairman  of  the  Department,  and  Burton  Cooper,  Assis- 
tant Professor  of  Religion. 

There  are  currently  ten  courses  of  instruction  dealing  directly  with  the  Orient  and 
there  are  plans  for  expansion,  including  instruction  in  an  Asian  language,  when  the  pro- 
gram opens. 

Twenty-seven  different  major  programs  are  now  offered  at  Mary  Wasliington.

College,  in  Lucknow,  India,  assisting  the  President,  Dr.  Eva.  Shipstone,  with  plans,  pro- 
grams and  pubHcity  for  the  centennial  celebration  of  the  college,  to  be  observed  through- 
out 1970.  The  appointment  will  begin  in  November,  1969,  and  continue  throughout  the 
centennial  year.

This  was  followed  in  the  evening  by  a  dance  on  the  terrace  of  Ann  Carter 
Lee  Hall. 

All  of  the  residence  halls  were  open  for  guests  on  Saturday  and  the  students  were  urged 
to  invite  their  parents  to  visit  the  campus. 

Coinciding  with  these  events  were  the  annual  Spring  Show  by  the  Terrapin  Club,  and 
the  opening  of  the  annual  Student  Art  Exhibition. 

All  of  the  proceeds  collected  were  to  be  contributed  to  the  Biafra  ReHef  Fund.

FACULTY  PAY 


Mary  Washington  College  faculty  pay  increases  approved  for  the  session  which  begins 
in  September  place  the  average  instructional  salary  at  approximately  $  1 1 ,000. 

In  announcing  the  details  of  the  salary  boost,  Mary  Washington  College  Chancellor 
Grellet  C.  Simpson  said  that  the  increases  place  the  average  here  at  the  figure  recom- 
mended by  the  Governor's  Office,  and  places  the  College  in  a  mare  favorable  position  in 
competition  with  comparable  schools  on  a  national  level.  The  increases  range  from  $300 
to  $900. 

In  the  revised  scales,  representing  the  eleventh  increase  in  the  last  fourteen  years, 
faculty  salaries  will  range  from  $6,700  to  $15,000.  The  current  range  is  from  $6,400  to 
$14,100. 

As  in  the  past,  the  figures  are  for  a  ten-month  period  from  September  to  June  and  do 
not  include  salaries  for  the  summer  session. 
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SUMMER 
SCHOOL 

'69 


There  will  be  something  new  at  the 
Summer  Session  at  Mary  Washington  Col- 
lege this  year.  For  the  first  time  since  the 
early  1960's  male  students  will  be  ad- 
mitted to  classes. 

The  authorization,  which  was  approved 
by  the  University  of  Virginia  Board  of 
Visitors  in  February,  provides  that  men 
may  enroll  in  classes  at  the  College  as  non- 
residential students.  The  Summer  Session 
this  year  begins  on  June  22  and  ends 
August  16. 

In  the  aftermath  of  World  War  II  and  the 
Korean  Conflict,  veterans  were  admitted 
to  the  College  during  both  the  summer  and 
regular  session,  but  this  policy  was  later  re- 
scinded and  the  last  male  student,  Dennis 
C.Moriarity,  graduated  in  1958. 

Last  year  male  students  attended  two 
summer  session  classes,  French  and  Ger- 
man for  Graduate  Reading  Examinations, 
but  these  were  non-credit  courses. 

Chancellor  Grellet  C.  Simpson  observed, 
in  announcing  the  approval,  that  admitting 
men  to  the  summer  session  would  be  a 
valuable  service  to  the  local  community 
and  because  of  the  more  limited  scope  of 
the  summer  session,  would  not  be  an  im- 
pediment to  Mary  Washington's  stated  pur- 
pose as  a  liberal  arts  college  for  women. 

The  summer  session  at  Mary  Washington 
College  is  designed  to  fulfill  a  number  of 
objectives.  It  allows  students  to  accelerate 
their  academic  programs,  either  at  Mary 


Washington  or  at  other  colleges,  or  to  make 
up  deficiencies.  It  also  provides  an  oppor- 
tunity for  teachers  to  renew  professional 
certificates,  to  take  additional  work  to- 
ward a  degree,  or  add  to  or  update  their 
competence  in  a  specific  academic  disci- 
pline. In  addition  to  beginning-level 
courses,  the  summer  session  also  offers  ad- 
vanced specialized  study  in  most  fields  and 
permits  a  student  majoring  in  a  given  area 
the  opportunity  to  further  enrich  her 
knowledge  of  the  subject.  Some  of  the 
course  work  is  especially  suited  to  the 
summer  season  and  could  not  effectively 
be  offered  at  another  time  of  the  year. 

Some  twenty-seven  faculty  members 
will  be  on  hand  for  the  summer  session  to 
offer  more  than  sixty  different  courses  of 
instruction. 

Among  the  new  and  innovative  courses 
being  offered  this  summer  are  two  planned 
by  the  Department  of  Biology ;  a  marine  bi- 
ology course  which  will  be  given  at  Delta- 
ville  on  the  Chesapeake  Bay,  and  a  field 
botany  course  which  will  utilize  nearby 
nature  conservancy  lands. 

Dr.  William  C.  Pinschmidt,  Jr.,  Professor 
and  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Biol- 
ogy, will  conduct  the  marine  biology 
course  which  will  emphasize  field  work  on 
the  bay  and  nearby  inland  waters.  The  five 
credit-hour  course  will  run  from  July  21 
through  August  22. 

The  class  will  utilize  the  facilities  of 
Cross  Rip  Camp,  a  twenty  acre  wooded 


estate  which  is  owned  and  operated  by  Dr. 
Anna  Scott  Hoye,  Professor  of  Biology  at 
the  College. 

Instruction  will  include  the  study  of 
marine  organisms  in  their  natural  habitat, 
with  particular  stress  on  the  ecology,  sys- 
tematics  and  behavior  of  invertebrates.  In- 
dividual student  interests  and  research  will 
be  an  integral  part  of  the  course. 

Conducting  the  field  botany  course  will 
be  Dr.  A.M.  Harvill,  Jr.,  Professor  of  Biol- 
ogy at  Longwood  College  and  Chairman  of 
the  Virginia  Flora  Committee.  This  four- 
week  course  will  be  offered  the  first  half  of 
the  Summer  Session,  beginning  on  June 
23. 

This  course  will  involve  field  trips  to 
sites  around  the  Fredericksburg  area,  es- 
pecially to  the  Alexander  Berger  Memorial 
Sanctuary  (865  acres)  which  the  Nature 
Conservancy  has  permitted  the  College  to 
use  for  educational  and  research  studies. 

The  Nature  Conservancy  is  a  non-profit 
membership  corporation  incorporated  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  for  land  holding 
to  be  used  for  educational  and  scientific 
purposes. 

Students  will  learn  the  names  and  salient 
characteristics  of  several  of  the  most 
common  native  plants  in  the  area  and  pre- 
pare a  dichotomous  key  for  these  plants. 
The  study  will  also  focus  on  the  ecological- 
ly significant  species  found  in  more  "un- 
usual" habitats,  such  as  marshes,  bogs,  and 
swamps. 

Another  feature  of  the  Summer  Session 
will  be  the  Summer  Theatre  Workshop 
conducted  by  the  Department  of  Dramatic 
Arts  and  Speech.  It  is  the  second  consecu- 
tive year  the  workshop  will  be  held  and  it 
will  feature  two  major  productions  in 
duPont  Theatre,  student  directed  experi- 
mental plays  in  the  Studio  Theatre  and 
Seminars  in  acting,  directing  and  produc 
tion.  The  course  will  run  the  full  eight- 
week  session  and  will  offer  six  hours  of 
credit. 

Instruction  will  be  provided  by  Dr. 
Albert  R.  Klein,  Professor  and  Chairman  of 
the  Department,  and  Dr.  Thomas  S.  Tur- 
geon.  Assistant  Professor  of  Dramatic  Arts. 

Any  information  on  the  Summer  Ses- 
sion may  be  obtained  from  the  Director  of 
Admissions  or  the  Director  of  the  Summer 
Session.
